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DONNA. A dynamic wisp of red-headed charm and personality .. . 
a luscious bit of skating femininity—her full name is Donna Atwood, and she 
was born in Newton, Kansas. 

This 18 year old holder of numerous ice skating titles, including the 
U. S. A. Junior Amateur Championship and one half of the U. S. A. Senior 
Championship for pair skating, is a shining example of a born star, The 
young starlet studied dancing under Nicko Charisse, one-time associate of 
Pavlowa, and after learning to skate made more rapid progress than any 
young skater in America. She is hailed by ice critics today as the most 
promising young star ever to flash across the glazed surface. This is her 
second year as one of the shining stars of Ice-Capades. 


LOIS DWORSHAK, Dark and lovely Lois Dworshak is a veteran 


of ice shows, having appeared with the most important ice productions in 
the United States and Canada, prior to joining the first Ice-Capades show 


in 1940. Lois was discovered by one of the pioneers of ice shows, the late 
Edward Mahlke. 


By nature a graceful dancer and expert skater, she was able to intro- 
duce a superb combination of the two arts in their highest perfection. To 
Lois may be credited the advent of “oomph” and personality in an entertain- 
ment field that formerly clung only to the spectacular in striving to attain 
eye-filling effects. 


The comely Dworshak hails from Duluth, Minnesota, and is a graduate 
of Carlton College in Northfield, Minn. 


MAR-YAN “RED” McCARTHY. Because of the sensational 


nature of his act, Mar-Yan McCarthy has received more injuries perhaps 
than any person in the world of sports. When he last stopped counting, he 
had 42 broken bones including legs, arms, ribs and ankles during his spec- 
tacular skating career. 


His real name is Mar-Yan “Red” Skelton McCarthy, although no rela- 
tion to the famous screen and radio comic. Although born in Canada, his 
parents were U. S. citizens. He held the record for all dis- 
tances of speed skating in Western Canada for 11 years and 

was a member of the Canadian Olympic team in 1932. 


After this, Red developed his present sensational skating 
act, a combination of his speed skating and ballet technique, 
which resulted in critics titling him the “Nijinsky of the 
Ice.” 


In this, his third year with Ice-Capades, McCarthy is 
giving, in addition to his ballet. offering,’ an exhibition of 


distance and height jumping that won him his world champion- 
ships, 
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BOBBY SPECHT. The latest addition to the star-studded ICE-CAPADES 
east is Bobby Specht, U. S. National Figure Skating Champion of 1942. 

Bobby was born in Superior, Wis. in 1921 and started skating at the age of 13 
at the Curling and Skating Club of Superior. After studying figure skating there for 
three years, he went to Chicago, where he was sponsored by the Figure Skating Club, 
which sponsorship also included a scholarship at the University of Chicago, where he 
majored in architecture. In his first year, he won the National Novice Champion- 
ship. In the second year, he won the National Junior Championship and in 1942, the 
National Senior Figure Skating Championship. Shortly after winning this topmost 
honor to be bestowed upon any skater in America, Bobby turned professional and 
joined the cast of ICE-CAPADES. He is only the sixteenth person in the United 
States to pass the gold medalist test in skating. To the skating world, this is com- 
parable to a diploma for a college education. 


DENCH and STEWART. Robert Dench and his lovely wife and skating 
partner, Rosemarie Stewart, have been skating together since 1936 and during that 
time have become so adept as a pair that they are known on both continents as the 
greatest precision skaters in the world. 


Both Bob and Rosemarie studied ballet in their earlier days and later applied 
their dancing technique to ice skating. They are the originators of many ice dances 
performed around the world, most famous of which are SWING FOX TROT and ICI 
BLUES. 


Miss Stewart was a member of the British Olympic Team in 1936 and was runner- 
up in the pair skating championships, 1935-36. Prior to this, she won honors in the 
Ladies’ Singles championships. Mr. Dench was runner-up in the British Professional 
Championships in 1935-36, and won the Pro-Waltz Championship in 1936. He was a 
prominent teacher in London before joining Ice-Capades in 1940. 


VERA HRUBA. Born July 12, 1920, in Prague, Czechoslovakia, Vera Hruba 
left her native land when Hitler walked in. She was fortunate to get passage on the 
last plane out of Prague. They were held in a French prison at Le Havre for ten days 
as the French authorities were undecided as to whether they were Czech or German. 
She came to America with her mother and brother aboard the S. S. Paris, which was 
torpedoed on its return voyage. 

Five times skating champion of Czechoslovakia, Vera made an instantaneous hit 
in this country and has been with Ice-Capades since its inception. Once known as 
“The Girl Without a Country” she has taken out her first papers here and now in her 
own language, “is a girl with the FINEST Country”. Vera speaks five languages. 


THE KINDER SISTERS. | Shirley, Barbara and Evelyn, singing trio 


with Ice-Capades, were born in Pittsburgh and were attending High School there 
when the nation’s pioneer radio station KDKA gave them their big opportunity. 
They sang on various blue and red network programs, including the Westinghouse 
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Salute and Musical Americano, for four years before they were signed to tour with Ice- 
Capades. 

The girls came by their musical talent naturally. Their mother is an organist and their 
father a singer, and from childhood they have been schooled in music. 

Interior decorating is the hobby of Shirley and Barbara, but Evelyn loves sports. She 
was the tennis high school champion, and now holds the badminton championship of Pitts- 
burgh. Only Barbara has had previous skating experience, but all three are practicing 
diligently, for they foresee the time when skating singers may be very much in demand 
in ice shows. 


JOE JACKSON, JR. With his huge red nose, his white-smeared clown’s face. 
and gigantic clown shoes that flap up and down, Joe Jackson, Jr. is perpetuating the act 
made famous for 45 years by his father over three-fourths of the globe. 

In all his years . . . appearing on some 3,000 theatre stages from hemisphere to hemi- 
sphere . .. Joe Jackson never spoke a line. His tramp bicycle act never changed from the 
time he first developed it by sheer accident on the stage of the Crystal Palace in London. 

Joe Jackson, Jr. hasn’t changed one gesture in his late father’s original act in trans- 
planting it from the stage to the ice. 

Joe Jr. was born in New York at the famous Rialto Boarding House. He attended 
school in Bellvale, N. Y., Peddie Prep School in Hightstown, N. J. and from there to 
Princeton University, where he played hockey with the college team. From college he went 
to Kansas City where he entered a school of aviation, receiving his pilot’s license, and today 
has some 700 hours in the air. He has toured Europe and most of the world with his father’s 
original tramp act. This is his 3rd year with Ice-Capades. 


ERIC WATE. “Many imitators but no equals”. That best describes the original 
and unusual comedian of the ice, Eric Waite, now in his third year with Ice-Capades. All 
Ice-Capades fans are familiar with his pantomimic portrayals of serio-comic characters that 
emphasize comedy’s close affinity with the tragic. His ballerina and little girl characters 
have endeared him to audiences everywhere. He holds the record of all Ice performers with 
his eighteen months’ stay at the New Yorker Hotel, in New York City. 

Born in Calgary, Alberta, Canada, Eric started his career at the age of ten. Prior to 
joining Ice-Capades he toured the United States and Canada, presenting his specialties in the 
foremost Ice Carnivals and leading hotels. He toured Europe in 1938 and skated a command 
performance before the crowned heads. 

Waite is known as the “Flight Commander of the Ice-Capades Company” since he was 
the first to solo a plane out of seven boys and three girls of the cast who have taken up 
flying. 


TOM BARRY. The singing star and master of eee 


ceremonies of the 1943 edition of Ice-Capades, Tom Barry, 
will be remembered for his many national broadcasts on the 
N.B.C. and Columbia chains. His silver toned tenor voice has 
carried him rapidly to the top of the ladder in the stage, 
radio and recording field. 

Tom’s first big assignment was as featured soloist in 
Earl Carroll’s “Sketchbook” at the Winter Garden in New 
York, and during that 32-week engagement he did a 15-min. 
daily broadcast on WHN. Since then he has appeared as 
singing star with WOR, New York, and with network pro- 
grams on both of the large radio chains. During his career, 
Barry toured Europe, appearing at the Grosvenor House 
and Picadilly Hotel in London, the Lido in Paris, Palm 
Beach Casino at Cannes, and throughout Belgium, Holland 
and Ireland. 


BUY 
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“Larry” JACKSON and LYNAM “Bernie.” These famouscomedians 


were born in Seattle, Washington, but their paths never crossed until they met in a 
Sonja Henie picture in California in 1939. That was the birth of the most outstanding and 
unusual comedy team of the “Frozen-Water” Spectacles. They have developed strictly 
American comedy characterizations, such as their Yankee Rhythm, Wacky in Khaki and 
their ballroom specialty. 

Larry Jackson has had an athletic life all of his days starting at the age of ten as a 
jockey. He played semi-pro baseball and professional hockey in the northwest. During the 
period he appeared in pictures he used his “between” times to instruct many of the famous 
movie stars in the art of figure skating. 

Bernie Lynam as a young bey was an amateur boxer as was his Dad before him. He 
hoxed until he won the amateur featherweight title of Seattle. He also won many swimming 
and diving trophies. Being athletically inclined, he decided to take up figure skating and 
found this the sport he liked the best. While in skating competition in California, he was 
asked to sign a contract with Twentieth Century Fox which brought he and Larry Jackson 
together. 

Jackson and Lynam are both flyers, having soloed this past year. Bernie is champion 
bowler of the Ice-Capades cast having bowled a high score of 248. 


AL SURETTE. “You will walk again but you will never recover sufficiently to be 
your old self”. That was the sad news given to Al Surette, athlete, and a real figure skating 
fan, after a three year ordeal with arthritis. His recovery to the point of walking was almost 
a miracle, for in 1936 and 1937 he could not help himself at all, and had to be waited on 
constantly. The urge of the Ice Arena, in spite of his condition, was so great that Al had to 
start again at his favorite sport a little at a time and then a little bit more until he found 
himself completely recovered and now able to do tricks he never could do before. 

The famous back bend spread eagle that he does so well has been accomplished by only 
a very few skaters. His comedy sense during those trying days made life easier for his family 
just as his comedy sense in the arena makes him one of the most outstanding comedians of 
the Ice today. 

Al was born in Nova Scotia but moved to Boston when he was eight and has lived there 
ever since. Oh Yes—he married his nurse. 


ARTHUR VITARELLE, Arthur was a photographer at the Dallas, Tex., State 
Fair in 1937, taking pictures of skaters on a small tank, when he decided he wanted to be- 
come a skater. He donned a bathing suit at 110 degrees in the shade and started out. He 
became proficient enough to join the Ice-Cadets in the first Ice-Capades show in 1940, and 
has been a member of the company ever since. He is now 
a principal and a member of the famous “Cat and Mouse” 
act. 

One of Arthur’s brothers is a portrait photographer in 
Pittsburgh and the other a professor of Industrial Fine 
Arts in Columbia University. In 1940 Vitarelli was married 
to Mary Taylor, one of the Ice Ca“pets” and daughter of 
the famous Cyclone Taylor, (one of Canada’s greatest 
hockey players), and Art and Mary are the proud parents 
of the one and only baby Ice Cadet. 
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MARKHUS and THOMAS. © They're a couple of “old smoothies”! 


Not only are they the smoothest couple on ice, but their spectacular career has 
disproven the theory that skating belongs to youth exclusively. 

Orrin Markhus is 51 years of age, and his partner, Irma Thomas, is 44. Miss 
Thomas is married and proudly boasts of three children, and Markhus is married 
and has two children. 

Ballroom dancing on ice as exemplified in Ice-Capades of 1943 was origin- 
ated by Orrin Markhus. He won a waltzing contest in Chicago, the city of his 
birth, in 1912. He later took up skating and transferred to the glazed surface the 
same graceful, gliding smooth steps as seen on the ballroom floor. Markhus taught 
this unique skating style to his partner, Irma Thomas, and they have thrilled 
audiences in Hollywood and throughout the West for a number of years. Their 
smoothness and gliding technique on ice is the wonder of the skating profession 
today. 


TRIXIE. = This 100 pounds of blonde cuteness with her amazing skill in 
handling an armful of brightly colored rubber balls and other props, is truly an 
international star. She has toured 27 countries and juggled before Dollfuss in 
Vienna, Edward when he was Prince of Wales, and Michael when he was King of 
Roumania. She came to America in 1938, and has performed her unique juggling 
act on practically every theatre stage in this country. 

She has transplanted her performance from the stage to the ice after a solid 
year of hard training and made her debut in ICE-CAPADES of 1943. 


ELDON and DENISE. When Denise Benoit’s brother, Pierre, en- 
listed in the Canadian Army a few months ago, and broke up the great team of 
the Benoits, Denise selected Pierre’s understudy, Eldon Adair of Hollywood, Cali- 
fornia, as her partner, and together they are carrying on the act, which has proven 
so popular with ICE-CAPADES audiences during the past two years. Denise 
Benoit was born in Quebec, Canada, and there won the Junior, Intermediate and 
Senior Pair and Solo Figure Skating championships of Canada. Her family has 
been a most active part of the Canadian Government, her father being the sec- 
retary to the Prime Minister of Quebec. One of her uncles was the Prime Minister 
and another uncle was Governor of the Province of Quebec. 

Eldon Adair was born in Coffeyville, Kansas in 1924, but moved to Michigan 
at an early age where he learned to skate. His family moved again, this time to 
California where he continued his ice skating and it was there he was seen and 
offered the opportunity to turn professional and join Ice-Capades. 


AOE EE eee 
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PHIL TAYLOR. | The originator of stilt skating and hailed as “the great- 
est showman on ice”, Phil Taylor also is the world’s most travelled and most ex- 
perienced professional skater. During the past 25 years, his world cruises on the 
steel blades have taken him to far flung places and back ... to Timbuctoo and 
the African Gold Coast, world capitals and hidden rendezvous of royal playboys. 


Born in London, he came to Canada at the age of six, returning to England 
with the Canadian Army during the last World War. After the war he resumed 
his skating career and has taught skating around the globe. He numbers among 
his pupils such famous personages as the Duke of Windsor, Queen of Spain and 
her two daughters, and the Queen of Belgium and her daughter. 


But Phil’s greatest thrill came when his daughter, Megan Taylor, won the 
world’s figure skating championship in 1939 after getting second place for the 
four previous years. 


LEARY and FLAIG. The acrobatic and precision team of Gordon 
Leary. and Marion Flaig have developed their act over the past four years, appear- 
ing in carnivals, hotel shows, and finally at the Centre Theatre ice show in New 
York. Marion was born in Trenton, N. J., and Gordon in Minneapolis, Minn. 
They are noted for the harmonizing of their spread eagles, leaps and spins. 


MARY SIMPSON. Mary Simpson joined Ice-Capades in 1942 as Skat- 
ing Director. She coaches the Ice-Ca“pets” and Ice-Cadets in the finer points of 
fancy figure skating and assists Charles Uksilla in rehearsing the show. 


Mary was born in the Canadian Rockies, attended school in Banff, and like 
most Canadians started skating shortly after she learned to walk. She was grad- 
uated to figure skating at the age of 12. Shortly thereafter, she and her sister, 
Margaret developed the famous skating act known as the Simpson Sisters. They 
played the big ice carnivals of the United States and Canada until 1937 when 
they turned professional and appeared with several of the big skating shows, 
including Sonja Henie’s revue and the International Casino in New York. 


For the past three seasons Mary has been teaching fancy skating at the 
Boston, Mass., Arena.

The half a hundred ICE-CA“‘pets”’, lovely ladies of the ensemble, are practically 
a generation removed from the glorified girls of the Ziegfeld era. Times and standards 
have changed! 


The Ziegfeld girls were chosen primarily for their natural exotic beauty, whereas 
the Ice-Ca‘pets” are noted not only for their beauty, but for their gracefulness as 
dancers in addition to their skating ability, which talents have been cultivated and 
developed since childhood. They are a highly specialized group of young athletes whose 
ballet training has enabled them to master the technical routines and group formations so 
necessary to a successful frozen water spectacle. 


Unlike the glamorized girls of the Ziegfeldian era who migrated to New York 
and into the massive Broadway revels, these young ladies were sought out by talent 
scouts in their respective homes and entICED to join the fold of the GlamorICED 
Beauties. 


The Ice-Capades ensemble represents the culmination of three years of search 
and selection. Auditions have been conducted and will be continued in every town 
where the show plays. An alphabetical card system, detailing the height, weight, age, 
beauty qualifications, dance background and skating ability, is kept of those auditioned 
from coast to coast. This file enables the producer to draft a skater at any time to replace 
one who is ill or injured or one who wishes to retire from protessional ranks. 


Most of the Ice-Ca‘‘pets” come from prominent families in their respective home 
towns; at least one-third of them joined the show, not as a means of livelihood, but for 
the thrill of ice skating and the satisfaction of accomplishment. 


Massachusetts and Minnesota are tied for the honor of supplying the leading 
number of Ice-Ca‘‘pets’”, with six from each state. California, Pennsylvania and Canada 
likewise are tied for second honors with five from each. Four come from Kansas, four 
from New York state. The balance of the home states are widely scattered, one girl to 
a state. 


The average height of the young ladies is 5’41/3”; the average weight 1151 
pounds, and the average age 19 years and 4 months. Coloring of the hair is not considered 
as a qualification in selection of the girls, but as it happens Brownettes lead the field 
with 24. There are 11 blondes, and a scattering of red-heads, black and auburn haired 
CA“ pets”. 


The Ice-Cadets, or Gentlemen of the Ensemble, likewise are highly-specialized 
young athletes, chosen thru auditions from the various states. Pennsylvania leads with 
six, California second with five and Massachusetts is represented by 4 and New York by 3. 
The average height of the Cadets is 5’842”, excluding from the line-up four foot 
Chuckie Stein; the average weight 146 3-8 pounds and average age ir 18 years and 10 
months. 


STAR-STUDDED CAST (Continued) 
PEROME MAYHALL. A widely diversified career which 


ook him from a Vaudeville theatre to director of a symphony, has made 
erome Mayhall, Ice-Capades Musical Director, one of the country’s 
nost versatile musicians. 

After conducting theatre orchestras in Cleveland and Pittsburgh, 
re made musical arrangements for many famous orchestras, including 
hat of Phil Spitalny, and Mayhall’s original Overture Mechanic was used 
t the dedication ceremonies of the Radio City Music Hall. Mayhall has 
ritten many original compositions, and has been guest conductor for a 
1umber of Symphony orchestras. This is his third year with Ice-Capades. 


ATTI PHILLIPPE. St. Paul, birthplace of figure skating 
n America, also gave the skating world Patti Phillippi. Auburn-haired, 
brown-eyed Patti is a graduate of the Mechanic Arts High School in 
St. Paul, and for four straight years won the Minnesota Championship 
Baton Twirling title, and also won the national title in 1942. She turned 
professional to joi “Ice-Capades of 1943”. Along with her skating talent, 
she also plays the accordion, dances and is a very good swimmer. 


ASHLEY BADGER. After two years with the Ice-Cadets, 
Ashley made a skating reputation for himself and was promoted to a 
rincipal. 

He was almost an Armistice baby, having been born in Cornwall,

Va., on Nov. 12, 1918. His dad was an engineer at an ice arena, so 
was natural that Ashley should take to the ice. 

Badger taught skating in Charleston, W. Va., and in Hershey, Pa 
before joining the cast cf Ice-Capades in 1940. 


MURRY TWINS. = These charming twins were born on the 
father’s birthday, July 29, 1923, in Long Beach, Cal. Marliss Murr 
the elder, was born just one-half minute ahead of her sister, Marjj 
They started skating six years ago, and skated in most of the leadi 
hotels throughout the country and made a Grantland Rice short subje 
before joining Ice-Capades this year. Both are blonde, but they lik 
brunettes . . . and particularly a pair of twin brunette brothers that a 
now in the army! They enjoy all sports, but prefer to cook and kee 
house. 


CLARE WILKINS. Pretty red-headed Clare Wilkins started 
with the first edition of Ice-Capades as an Ice Ca“pet”, became a pri 
cipal’s understudy, and more recently was given a featured role. §S 
was born in Syracuse, N. Y. but moved to Lake Placid at an early ag 
learned to skate, and joined the Lake Placid Skating Club.

“TOBACCO ROAD” 


Strangest phenomenon in the history of the Ameri- 
can drama is the three-year run of Tobacco Road. 
It has already outdistanced in number of succes- 
sive performances (1,328 on Jan. 1) every other 
U.S. play except Abvze’s Irish Rose (2,532 perform- 
ances). No one is more surprised at this than its 
author, Novelist Erskine Caldwell, whom Mar- 
garet Bourke-White photographed as he leaned 
(above) on the signpost of the real Tobacco Road, 
a few miles outside Augusta, Ga. When his show, 
dramatized by Jack Kirkland, first opened Dec. 4, 
1933, it revolted Broadway critics with its untinted 
portraits of Southern “poor white trash,” evoked 
such phrases as “livestock,” “‘guinea pigs,” “hu- 
man animals in the throes of gender,’ “hangdog 
and hookworm set.” But audiences roared at its 
bawdy humor, sent their friends hurrying to see 
the most overt sex display ever exhibited on an 
American stage. By February 1934, Tobacco Road 
was crowded; by April, sold out weeks in advance. 
Jeeter Lester, the lecherous old patriarch of To- 


the tumbledown Lester cabin. 


bacco Road, became the character of the year. 
He and the rest of the tatterdemalion Lester clan 
have since gnawed at some 10,700 turnips, kicked 
up some 40 tons of sandy soil sprinkled nightly on 
the stage, bounced 18 squash balls to shreds against 
Thanks to its cut 
prices ($1.50 top), its low running costs ($2,400 a 
week), Tobacco Road has earned its backers some 
$1,500,000. Now in its fourth year, it is conceded 
to be a great American comedy. 


ERSKINE CALDWELL was born in 1903 at White Oak, 
Coweta County, Georgia. During the next fifteen years 
he lives in most of the Southern states east of the Mississippi 
River. He attended grammar school for one year, several 
years later, high school for another year. Between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty he had worked at various jobs in 
the South and East. After a disastrous trip to the gulf 
coast of Central America he entered the University of Vir- 
ginia and remained there for the next three years. 

The most interesting job Caldwell held before he was 
twenty-five was reporting city news for the Atlanta Journal; 
the easiest job, carrying a time-clock in a cottonseed oil 
mill; the hardest, helping a stonemason construct a 60 by 
80 church; and the least remunerative, manufacturing 
screwdriver handles. His home for the past three years 
was in Mount Vernon, Maine, but a large proportion of his 
time was spent near Augusta, Georgia. 

Besides his "Tobacco Road;'' which was dramatized by 
Jack Kirkland, Caldwell has written quite a number of 
novels which were included among the "best sellers." Among 
them are "Poor Fool,"" "American Earth,"' "God's Little 
Acre," and "We Are Living." In addition he is considered 
one of the finest short story writers in America.

As you know, it has become a tradition of the Middlesex 
Club to observe the birthday of Abraham Lincoln with a dinner 
attended by members and guests. This is the principal event on 
the Club's Calendar and is looked forward to by our members as an 
opportunity to hear a discussion by speakers of National recogni- 
tion on important questions affecting our government. 


In view of the critical situation with regard to fuel 
and transportation and the limitation upon the food supply, it 
seems incongruous, if not unpatriotic, to celebrate the birthday 
of the lowly born Lincoln in accordance with traditions created 
under happier conditions.

AT THE FIFTY-FIRST 


ANNUAL MEBTING OF POLICYHOLDERS 


JANUARY 27, 1913 


AS WE START THIS NEW YEAR, OUR THOUGHTS CANNOT HELP BUT REVERT TO 
THE SITUATION THAT FACED US AS WE MET TOGETHER TWELVE MONTHS AGO. A YEAR AGO 
ALL WAS UNCERTAINTY =--j WE HAD NOT RECOVERED FROM THE SHOCK OF THE NEWS OF THE 
TREACHEROUS ASSAULT BY THE JAPANESE ON PEARL HARBOR. NO ONE KNEW FOR SURE 
WHAT THE FUTURE MIGHT HOLD FOR ALL OF US -= OUR ARMED FORCES WERE FEW IN NUMBER —= 
EQUIPMENT ON LAND, SHA, AND IN THE ATR WAS INADEQUATE «= WE KNEW THAT BUSINESS 
AS USUAL WOULD BE VITALLY EFFECTED -- THAT MANY SERIOUS PROBLEMS WOULD CONFRONT 
US -=- THAT THE WAY WOULD BE HARD == AND THE BURDENS AND SACRIFICES MANY. DURING

MASSACHUSETTS INSURANCE DEPARTMENT AND INSURANCE COMMISSIONER.
